1. WP (PAGE 1) HEADLINE "SOLZHENITSYN SCOLDS U.S. FOR 
DETENTE." IN 90-MINUTE SPEECH, HE URGED AMERICANS TO 

AID THE STRUGGLE AGAINST TOTALITARIANISM IN USSR AND TURN 
AWAY FROM FALSE BARGAINS OF MODERN DETENTE. AUDIENCE OF 
2,400 AT AFL-CIO BANQUET INCLUDED SECRETARY SCHLESINGER, 
SECRETARY DUNLOP, AND FORMER SECRETARIES ROGERS AND 
LAIRD. MAIN THRUST OF SPEECH WAS A CRITIQUE OF AMERICAN 
FOREIGN POLICY SINCEEARLY IN 20TH CENTURY. HE ALSO
